S.O. 657(E). — In exercise o:' the powers con- 
ferred by section 40 of the Copyright Act, 1957 (14 
of 1957), and in supersession of the International 
Copyright Order, 1958, the Central Government 
hereby mal.es the following Order : — 

1. (1) This Order mav be called the International 
Copyright Order, 1991.' 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Ih'n Order, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires , — 

(a) 'Berne Convention Country' menus a coun- 
try which is a member of the Berne Copy- 
right Union, and includes a country men- 
tioned cither in Fart I or in Part II oE the 
Schedule; 

(b) 'Phonograms Convention Country' means a 
country which has either ratified, or accept- 
ed or acceded to the Convention for the 
Protection or Producers of Phonograms 
against Unauthorised Duplication of their 
Phonograms, done at Geneva cui the twenty- 
ninth day of October, one thousand nine 
hundred and seventy one, and includes a 
country mentioned in Part V of the Sche- 
dule; 

(c) 'Schedule' nreans the Schedule appended to 

this Order; 

(d) 'Universal Copyright Convention Country' 
means a country which has cither ratified, 
or accepted or acceded to the Universal 
Copyright Convention, and includes a coun- 
try mentioned either in Part HI or in 
Part IV of the Schedule. 



EXPLANATION 



'Phonogram' means any exclu- 
sively aural fixation of sounds 
of a performance or other 
sounds. 
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3. Subject to the provisions of paragraph 4, ail the 
provisions or' the Copyright Act, 1957 (14 ol L951), 
(hereinafter referred to as the Ad ) , except those ot 
Chapter VIII; and those other provisions which appiy

(li) shall apply to a woik first made or publish- 
ed in any Universal Copyright Convention 
country mentioned in Part Til or TV of 
the Schedule, only in respect of the trans- 



iatron ot such woik into any language spe- 
cified in the Eighth Schedule to the Consti- 
tution of India. 

5. Tne provisions of sections 32 [.Excluding its 
sub-section (1) |, J 2 A and 32B shah apply to a 
vvurk first made or published in a Berne Convention 
Country mentioned in l-'art 1 of the Schedule or in a 
Universal Copyright Convention Country mentioned 
in Part III ot the Schedule. 

o. The t'eim of copyright in a work shall not 
exceed that which is enjoyed by it in its country of 
origin. 

EXPLANATION :— In this paragraph, 'the country of 
origin' shall mean— 

(a) in the case of a work liitt made or publish- 
ed in a B;;rue Convention Country or a 
Universal Copyright Convention Country, 
that country; 

(b) in the case of a work' made or published 
simultaneously either in a Berne Conven- 
tion country or a Universal Copyright Con- 
vention Country and in a country which is 
neither a Berne Convention Country nor a 
Universal Copyright Convention Country, 
the former country; 

fc) in the case of a work which is made or 
published simultaneously in several Berne 
Convention Countries, the country whose 
laws grant the shortest term of copyright to 
such a work: 

(d) in the case of a work which is made or 
published simultaneously in several Univer- 
sal Copyright Convention Countries, the 
country whose laws grant the shortest term 
of copyright to such a work; 

(e) in the case of an unpublished work or a work 
first made or published in a country other 
than a Berne Convention country or a 
Universal Copyright Convention country, 
the country of which the author was a 
citizen, or the country in which he was 
domiciled at the tinre of its first publica- 
tion, whichever grunts the longer term of 
copyright. 

7. The provisions of the International Copyright 
Order, 1958 shall cease to have effect from the date 
this Order comes into force.
